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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argument that the running digital sum 
(RDS) of each group of N codewords where N=2 is zero is misleading. Applicant argues that the RDS in Figure 3 of boxes 34 and 34a 
forming a group of codewords of N=2, namely 1010 and 0101 is zero and the RDS of the last two boxes of the same Figure is also zero. 
This is true. 

However, it is not true that the RDS of box 34 1010 and either one of the last boxes 01 1 1 Is zero; that is the RDS of 1010 01 1 1 is not 
zero. Hence, the added limitation of claim 1 of "a riunning disparity of each group of N codewords equals zero is misleading. If any two 
groups of the codewords chosen randomly do not show a running dispartity of zero, the limitation is false, misleading, and ambiguous. 
While box 34 and 34b have an RDS of zero, box 34a does not have an RDS of zero. 

The claims must be drafted to precisely set the criteria for an RDS of zero for N=2 group of codewords or which group of codewords when 
combined show an RDS of zero. 

It is not clear whether each group of codewords must be regarded as each group of adjacent codewords as shown in Figure 4; it is not 
clear whether both codewords show a positive and negative disparity but when combined provide a zero disparity. It is not clear whether 
the precoder outputs a group of N=2 codewords as contended by Aplicant in his remarks or the coder such as the 17PP coder outputs a 
group of N=2 codewords as described in the specification Please clarify. 
The Examner maintains the rejection of the claims.
